In the appeal brief filed on 8/28/06, the applicant argues that combining the Kirinaka 
reference with the Shih and Mills references would change the principles of operation of the 
Shih-Mills combination, therefore rendering the references incapable of being combined. The 
applicant's arguments are persuasive.
